«£ 7:25 a. in., the maximum inten- 
sity was reached at 8:07 a. in., and 
it still was in progress at »:60 a. m. 
The disturbance was described by the 
Rev. Father Eranci» A. Tondorf, di- 
rector of the Georgetown seismolog- 
ical observatory, as the worst re- 
corded here in two years. 
EKCORD AT CHICAGO 


C H I C A G O — (By Associated 


Press)—An earthquake, the severest 
recorded here in two years, is being 
registered on the seismograph at 
Chicago University. The center of the 
disturbance waa estimated at 3,0 SO 
miles from Chicago. 


The first shock was recorded at 


6:21 a. m, (central time) and max- 
imum intensity was reached at 6:54. 
At 9 o'clock the seismograph was 
still recording waves of decreasing 
Intensity. 


As the observatory at Washing- 


ton reported the same quake was 2,- 
800 miles from there in an east or 
west direction, the quake apparently 
is centered in the Atlantic ocean, be- 
ing farther from Chicago than from 
the capital.

ECOMMENDATIONS made by the Alien- 


co grand jury that a reorganization be 


effected in the Lima police force are vague and 
without meaning. They do the police force an 
injustice in that a general suggestion is made 
without any specific recommendations as to 
what should be done and without pointing out 
definitely that there is anything wrong in the 
department. 


If the police force is inefficient or any of 


its members are guilty of violation of the trust 
imposed in them, the public wants to know it. 
The grand jury examined scores of witnesses 
in this connection. At the end only a state- 
ment which would tend to make the public 
suspicious was forthcoming. 


City officials cannot act on what the 


grand jury gave them. Indictments or specific 
details of the investigators' findings, if there 
were any, would help them in weeding out, as 
the jury suggests, the undesirables. 


If Prosecutor Cable has any evidence 
to 


show that the police department is inefficient 
and should be reorganized, now is the time for 
him to introduce it. If he has not he should 
not allow a veil of suspicion to fall over the en- 
tire department which will make its work more 
difficult in the future and gain nothing.

tUK CAtRE OF MIGBA1. ~ 


No cny can accoun( for the occur- 


rence of ppiJepsy and no one can ac- 
count for tho occurrence of migraine 
in certain families, but we know that 
these conditions both prevail In some 
families as inherited states. One or 
both pareuu may have been an alco- 
holic habitue, hysterical or epileptic, 
a subject tit migraine, or mentally 
abnormal: one or mere children in 
such a family will to? likely to be neu- 
rotic, epileptic, subject to migraine 
or eorne mental abnormality. 


Most cases of migraine begin in 
early >oiith or young adult life. Kew 
cases begin after thirty. This is ah£> 
t:ue of epliepby. As I have said be- 
fore, good students 
of ttt« subject 


have descriijpd 
migraine 
(periodic 


onesided kick headaches ushered in 
by brilliant or blind scotomata) as 
the "sensory equivalent" ot epileptic 
seizures. 


In an individual with the heredi- 


tary migrainoas disposition, then, it 
IK probable that various minor de- 
fects or disturbances may precipitate 
or favor the occurrence of migraine 
seizures — defects 
which 
would 


scarcely annoy a person with sounj 
nervous stability. Thus, that ordin- 
ary degree* of eyestram which prac- 
ttcaliy every uvilized individual pre- 
sints if examined, may in some cases 
be a definite factor and one worthy 
o? the careful attention of a sood oc- 
ulist but it Ls futile and illogical to 
imagine that this well nigh univers- 
al Imperfection of vision is a fre- 
quent factor 
of headaches of any 


kind, tor experience has shown thai 
the eye&train is really concerned in 
only about three in every hundred 
cases. 


Likewise, fatigue, constipation, ex- 


cessive indulgence in food, emotion- 
al upsets of any kind may be the in- 
citing causes in the case of an indi- 
vidual who has the migrainous dis- 
position. Those who are content to 
conceive "biliousness" as an inciting 
cause should learn that the usual fac- 
tor of "biliousness" is not the liver or 
any shortcomings in its function, but 
overeating or lack of sufficient exer- 
cise, orb both. 


N'early a third of all cases of mi- 


graine begin in childhood, sometime 
between the fifth and tenth years of 
age, and the ot>-er two-thirds appear 
I;: youth or early adult life 
Suppos- 


ed migraine or similar ?tta<"l«. Ap- 
pearing for the Firt^ time after the 
age of thirty, suggest, like late ap- 
pearing epileptic attacks, some de- 
veloping lesion of tho nervous sys- 
tem rather than true migraine or. If 
it be an epileptic trouble, true epilep- 
sy. 
Thus insidious abscess of the 


brain, brain tumor, and 
apoplexy 


have been mistaken for migraine ap- 
pearing in individuals over thirty, 


Decayed teeth 
are sometimes a 


precipitating 
factor 
t,£ 
migraine, 


even tho there 
Is 
no toothache. 


Slight abnormalities within ths nasal 
chambers ha\o apparently precipi- 
tated migraine in numerous irtstanc- 
ei. In children with this disposition, 
therefoio, the teeth and the HOSP and 
throat require careful examination.

Something more like panic than enthusiasm is manifested by our growing army of idle wwJr* 


ers which already numbers two million, according to the American "Federation of Labor, over th« 
vast reinforcements from the war-broken countries of Europe. Irnmigratioii officials, says the 
New York Tribune, state that seven out of ten of the immigrants now entering this country are 
dependents—mostly women, children, and old men. Mr. Frederick A. Wallis, Commissioner of 
immigration at Ettis Island, says that he is informed that eight million emigrants are readv to 
come from Germany as soon as peace is declared, and he adds, "what will happen when the bars 
cf Russia are let down can only be guessed." Other authorities and editors, however, dany and 
minimize all these alleged dangers, arguing that virtually every immigrant produces more than 
he consumes, and is, therefore, an asset rather than a liability; that instead of a labor surplus m 
this country we have an actual shprtage of "cheap" or unskilled labor, the result of the stopping 
of all immigration during the war; that the farms, particularly, need such labor if they are to do 
their part in building up national prosperity; and that, as the New York Hmld summarizes this 
point of view, "when we contemplate barring out immigration altogether, we contemplate eco- 
nomic suicide."
